a) Decree of k February 1952, pertaining to the introduction of more stringent safety 
measures at the copper-shale mine3 of the Mansfeld Combine, following an explosion 
there on 31 January 1952, The decree, which became effective upon promulgation, is 
signed by /fritz/ Selbraann, Minister for Metallurgy and Mining, 

b) Decree of it February 1952, pertaining to the introduction of standard forms to be 
used for the assignment of official missions. 

Every employee of the GDR Administration and its subordinate organizations, on Federal, 
Land, Kreis, and Community level, with the exception of Ministers, State Secretaries, 
directors of independent offices, division chiefs, Landraete, and Oberbuergermeister, 
who performs functions not provided for in his or her Dienstausweis (legitimation of 
service) shall be required to be in possession of a Dienstauftrag (assignment to 
service mission). 

Only key officials on the various administaative levels shall be entitled to sign 
these official assignment documents, to which the official seal must be affixed. 

The documents shall be valid for only one* specific assignment, although in the case 
of persons on constant field duty the validity of the document may be fixed for 
periods of up to one month. The Dienstauftrag may only be presented to officials of 
the administrative offices designated thereon} upon request, it must also be shown 
to representatives of the State Control Offices# 

Confidential records will be kept on all official assignment documents issued. 

This decree, which went into effect 1 April 1952, is signed by Dr Steinhoff, Minister 
for Internal Affairs, 
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
